He pronounces the 
proceedings perfectly legal under the re- 
construction acts, and to maintain his po- 
sition he argues that the war between the 
North and the South is not ended in that 
State. We have all known that the war, 
so far as suited the purposes of the admin- 
istration and its party, was still in full 
blast, but we did not expect the extraordi- 
nary and monstrous fact to be either as- 
sumed or admitted in words by the Radical 
functionaries and leaders. 

No question as to whether citizens of 
any of the States can be constitutionally 
tried by Military Commissions should 
have been referred by the President to his 
Attorney General. All question as to that 
matter, if at any time there had been one, 
was already settle by the decision of a 
higher authority than the Attorney Gen- 
eral. It had been decided in the Indiana 
cases by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, fram whose decision there could be 
no legitimate appeal to Attorney Generals 
or to any tribunal whatever.

The Washington Elections. 

We are surprised, and we may as well 
say disgusted, at the statement that nearly: | 
five thousand white voters at Washington, 
Whose names were failed to 
vote in the municipal elections of last 
Monday, being intintidated, as was sup- 
posed, from going to the polls.

Judicial Decision. 

Judge Brady, of New York, has decided, 
in a case appealed to his court, that a gas 
eompany has no legal right to threaten the 
removal of a meter or to cut off the gas 
supply of a house as ameans of enforcing 
the payment of a claim disputed by the 
occupant, and that money paid under such 
a threat can be recovered in the courts. 
The case is an interesting one, and we hope 
that the law governing it, it not now set- 
tled, soon will be.
